It is conceded that there will 
be no opposition whatever to the re- 
election of Senator Foraker next month. 
Hon. Charles L. Kurtz is eredited with 
being the head: of a movement at this 
time for purposes of prestige in oppios- 
ing Senator Hanna two years hence. 
Mr. Kurtz headerd a fusion of republi- 
cans and democrats in the legis’ature 
four years ago in opposition to Senator 
Hanna, and it is claimed now that he 1s 
preparing, under the ‘‘Foraker banner.” 
for another fight against Hanna two 
years hence. 

In this connection George B. Cox, the 
republican leader in Hamilton county, 
the home of Senator Foraker, has been 
appealed to repeatedly by both sides and 
he has refused to join either faction.

In Order To Inject Into Little Ones 

of St. Louis. 
Louls, December 10.—The second 
session of the tetanus inquiry commis- 
sion, organized to fix the responsibility for 
thirteen deaths following the use of city 
anti-toxine, was commenced this after- 
noon in Mayor Wells’ office. *Martin 
Schmidt, assistant city bacteriologist, of- 
fered most startling testimony. He de- 
clared that Dr. Amand Ravold, the city 
bacteriologist, had directed him on Oc- 
tober 3 to prepare for distribution the se- 
rum drawn from the horse “Jim,’’ which 
had been shot the day before because it 
had tetanus.

Rough Voyage of Schooner ‘Cook 
from Savannah to Baltimore. 
Baltimore, Md., December 10.—The three 
masted schooner Joel Cook, with lun:bcr 
from Savannah, Ga., arrived this morn- 
ing after ten days of the worst weather 
at sea that Captain Frasier has expe- 

rienced in forty-seven yerrs. 

The Cook left Savannah’a week ago 
last Saturday ané@ that night a gale from 
the south strvck her.

By 
daylight the wind, hauled to northward 
and hit her at a 30-mile an hour clip, 
kicking up a cross sea that tossed the ves- 
sel like a cork, and again and ag‘ain she 
was swept by huge seas, burving her 
beneath tons of water and making it 
perilous to leave the quarter deck.

Medical Experts Give Evidence Fa 
vorable to Mrs. Bonine.

KEEP CHINESE 
AT A DISTANCE 


So Urges Federation of La- 
bor—No Action !s Taken 
Regarding Japanese. 


TICKET SCALPERS FIND 
FAVOR WITH CONVENTION 


Resolution Also Passed for an Or- 
ganization in the South To Fight 
the Convict Labor System. 
Universal Label Is 
Defeated. 


Scranton, Pa., December 10.—The ex- 
clusion of Chinese, Japanese and other 
Asiatics from American territory, ticket 
scalping legislation and advising adop- 
tion of a universal] label for union made 
good were the principal questions that 
claimed the attention of the delegates at 
today’s two sessions of the American 
Federation of Labor. The resolution ad- 
vocating the exclusion of the Chinese was 
adopted by the convention with consid- 
erable hurrah, but in the matter of ex- 
cluding natives of Japan and other Asi- 
atic lands a snag was struck and this 
part of the anti-Mongolian agitation was 
killed, so far as the present convention 
is concerned. The special committee 
having charge of the exclusion matter 
was unanimous in favorably reporting 
the Chinese exclusion section of the res- 
olution, but it was divided in regard to 
the Japanese. 

The Pacific coast delegates led the dis- 
cussion on Chinese exclusion, but were 
divided when it came to excluding other 
Orientals. The burden of the remarks 


fof those opposed to the Japanese reso- 


lution Was that Chinese immigration was 
the greater evil of the two and that’to 
insist upon some restrictive law to pre- 
vent a Japanese invasion may endanger 
the passage by congress of the Chinese 
act. 

The ticket scalping debate was quite 
a lively affair. The delegates represent- 
ing the railway telegraphers opened the 
fight against the resolution, making the 
point that such action was beyond the 
jurisdiction of the federation. The “‘ty- 
pos’’ were helped along in their argu- 
ments fér the adoption of the resolution 
by several Socialistic members of the 
convention. A _ socialist from Chicago 
said the railroads were “skinning the 
people, and why not let the people skin 
the railroads, it is a skin game ali 
around.’’ When the viva voce vote was 
taken those in favor of permitting ticket 
scalping won by an- overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

The agitation for a universal labei, 
which has been carried on for a long 
time, was again defeated. Those who 
favored the idea fought valiantly, but 
the delegates had made up their minds 
on the question and crushed the propo- 
sition when it came to a vote, 

Among the résolutions adopted by the 
convention were these: 

To assist the Virginia Federation of 
Labor in having the voice of labor heard 
and its rights secured in the remodel- 
ing of fhe Virginia constitution; giving 
the right of suffrage to the citizens of the 
District of Columbia; asking congress

POLISH WRONGS CRY ALOUD 


Prince Radziwill Attacks German 
Policy in the Reichstag. 


POLES BRUTALLY TREATED 


Scourge Cruelly Used on Children. 
Policy of the Empire Defended 
hy Von Buelow. 


Berlin, December 10.—An aged aristo- 
crat, Prince Ferdinand Radziwill, in 
whose veins flows the blood of the an- 
cient kings of Poland, spoke of the 
wrongs of his people in the reichstag 
today. Prince Radziwill is a cousin of 
Prince Anton Radziwill, an intimate 
friend of Emperor William and nephew 
to that beautiful princess who was loved 
by the first emperor and whom he would 
have married had not reasons of state 
required his alliance with one of the rul- 
ing houses of Germany. F 

The recent “school scandals” at 
Wreschen were brought up by Prince 
Radziwill in the form of an interpella- 
tion. Count von Buelow, the imperial 
chancellor, declared that the matter per- 
tained to the Prussian diet and that, 
therefore, he must refuse to discuss it 
in the reichstag. He could say, how- 
ever, that the prestige of the empire 
had not suffered in any way by the atti- 
tude of the Wreschen authorities, and 
the relations with Austria and Russia 
were entirely unaffected. 

Poles Deeply Moved. 

“The Poles are moved to the elemental 
depths of their nature,”’ Prince Radziwill 
said. “by the altogether unnecessary ac- 
tion of the Prussian school authorities. 
They could not believe the German peo- 
ple intended to treat the Poles cruelly 
and unjustly. Nevertheless, prizes are 
offered to those German teachers who 
obtain the swiftest results in teaching 
Polish children the German language. 
Teachers earning these cash bonuses 
have used the scourge and have recourse 
to brutalities that I believe the imperial] 
sovernment should not approve.” 

The speaker said that he wanted to 
know whether the Thancellor of the em- 
pire favored these methods aimed: at 
the destruction of one of the dearest 
possessions of the Polish people, namely, 
the use of the vernacular. 

As Count von Buelow replied to Prince 
Radziwill he did not appear to his usual 
advantage. At his best Von Buelow is 
equal oratorically to Senator Chauncey 
M. Depew. After referring to the entire 
correctness of the attitudes of Russia 
and Austria regarding the Warsaw and 
Lemberg incidents, he said:

A. In Reed, of Cincinnati, the retiring 
president of the American Medical As- 
sociation, was given a banquet here to- 
night by the medical profession of 
northern Ohio. In the course of his 
remarks on pending congressional top-

he said: 
“It seems, from evidence that has re- 
cently come from within the army it- 
self, that the medical department has 
not only been degraded, but that it is 
practically without authority. This was 
strikingly, indeed, tragically, illustrated 
during the recent war. The commandent 
was in charge of a quarter of the en- 
tire army. His command was made up 
of the flower of American manhood, 
and was encamped at a health resort. 
He. however, in violation of the prece-

Of the more than 50,000 men 
in his command, 12,000 were invalided, 
and nearly 1,000 died from preventable 
If, in an active military cam- 
paign, the commandant had ignored the 
advice of his scouts and had led his 
command into ambush with similarly dis- 
astrous results, 12,000 wotinded and 1,000 
killed, he would have been courtmar- 
tialed, and doubtless dismissed from the

‘Let congress define the rates and the 
restrictions and ther within those re- 
etrictions let the president, as the execu- 
tive, have power to deal with the chans- 
ing demands of trade or with the some- 
times sudden emergencies of friendly 
or unfriendly nations.”’

Corporation Like One Van San 
Fighls Headed This Way 


Southern Sccurities Company Files 
Charter Under Laws of New 
Sersey — Believed It Is 
Forerunner of Com- 

‘ bination. 


New York, December 10.—A Charter 
was filed under the laws of New Jersey 
this afternoon which apparently is in- 
tended for a combination like that em- 
braced in the charter of the Northern 
Securities Company, which is absorbing 
the securities of the Northern Pacific, 
Great Northern and other northwestern 
railroads. The title of this new corpore- 
tion is the Southern Securities Company, 
and except as it differs in certain provi- 
sions which have been the subject of ad- 
verse criticism, it is substantially the 
same as to object, power and privileges 
as the Northern Securities Company. Its 
nominal capita! is $100,000, but it. can in- 
crease the amount at its pleasure. Who 
and what are behind this new charter 
are not disclosed on its face, and the 
names of the incorporators do not convey 
any information. 

The charter states that the objects for 
which the corporation is established are 
to construct, operate and control trans- 
portation undertaking, terminals and fa- 
cilities, to develop any properties, under- 
takings, industries, enterprises or com- 
pany for transportation by land or wa- 
ter. 

The company may conduct business in 
any of the states, and in any and all for- 
eign countries, but it is provided that 
nothing in the charter shall be construed 
to authorize the corporation to transact 
any business in any state, territory or 
foreign country contrary to the provi- 
sions of the laws of such states, territory 
or foreign country. 

In some quarters it was believed that 
the new charter was for the purpose of 
carrying into effect ane of the many rail- 
road combinations which have been re- 
cently talked of.

Facts Prepared for Legisla- 
ture by Trustees Have 
Been Published. 


SPIRIT OF HARMONY 
AT THE UNIVERSITY 


A Summary of Students Shows 1,801 
in the College Grade; 193 in the 
Professional School, and 
607 in the Preparatory 
Departments. 


—_—- 


Athens, Ga., December 9.—(Special.)— 
The report of the trustees of the univer- 
sity for the session of 1900-1901 to the 
legislature of the state of Georgia has 
been recently published. It contains 
many facts which are interesting to 
friends and alumni of the university. 

In commencing his report, Governor 
McDaniel calls attention to the spirit of 
harmony and cooperation between the 
chancellor and the faculty and to the 
unusual prosperity of the season, indi- 
cated by the largest attendance in the 
history of the university, an increase of 
fifty Over the preceding year. He also 
calls attention to the registration for 
the present session, showing an increase 
of numbers in the college classes, 

He notes the fact that in the attend- 
ance of last year the number of coun- 
ties represented was !arger than before, 
being more than a hundred, while ten 
states, besides the District of Columbia 
and Porto. Rico, were represented. 

Hie states that efforts have been made 
to strengthen and make more effective the 
courses Of instruction in the state col- 
lege of agriculture and mechanic arts, 
and that the records show that one-half 
of the undergraduate students in  at- 
tendance on the university now select 
courses in the state college, and that all 
Students of the university are required 
to attend lectures upon agriculture and 
allied topics, which are reported to have 
been valuable and acceptable. 

“It is proposed,’’ says the report, ‘“‘to 
conduct the present session in the winter 
school of practical agriculture during 
the months of January, February and 
March, offering a short course of instruc- 
tion in elementary mathematics, the 
English language, chemistry, history, 
Physics and botany, together with the 
branches of technical agriculture, includ- 
ing horticulture, dairying and veterinary 
science. This course is designed espe- 
Clally for young men actually engaged 
in farming, or such as can only spare the 
winter months for their education, and 
the recent additional equipment of the 
school of agriculture will add much to 
the value and efficiency of the instruc- 
ion. Accommodations will ~ be offered 
the winter course students in the new 
dormitory and megs hall, and it is hoped 
ot the number in attendance may be 
ai e, 

Next is cited the distribution of the 
$45,000 donated to the university last year 
by the trustees and comment is made 
upon the repairs done in and on the uni- 
versity buildings. 


The Military Department. 


Governor McDaniel notes the increase 
of interest in the department of military 
tactics and shows the increase in the 
number of those drilling. The law school 
comes in for notice, the change from a 
one year to a two year course being 
especially noted. 

A register of the university students, a 
list of the professors and their salaries 
and a statement by the treasurer is ap- 
pended.

SUIT FOR $25,000 IN COURT. 


Mary Wooten Claims This 
Damage from Southern. 


Macon, Ga., December 10.—(Special.)— 
All of the time of the United States court 
today was occupied by the case of Miss 
Mary Wooten against the Southern frail- 
way, Suit for $25,000 damages for in**ries 
received by reason of negligence on the 
part of employees of the defendant com- 
pany.

The 
petitioner claims that whiie driving in a 
buggy &t Colluden, Ga., Monroe county, 
fhe horS8e she was driving became fright- 
ened at the whistle of an engine of the 
defendant company, blown needlessly, and 
ran away, throwing her out of the buggy 
and oto the ground, fie suStaining such 
injuries as to seriously impair her heal“ 
and preventing her continuing art studies, 
by teaching which She intended earning a 
livelihood. 

The time of the accident was June, 1897. 
The petitioner claims that she will never 
be physically able to perform ne@essary 
duties about her household and that her 
injury has caused her to become unable to 
care for her aged father and mother. 

A large number of witnesses has been 
summoned in the case and ft will take all 
of tomorrow to conclude it. 
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Health Board Will Not Make This 
Demand 


ON MISSISSIPPI LEGISLATURE 


in .Five Months 2,720 Cases of 
Smallpox Appeared in 
That State. 


Jackson, Miss., December 9.—(Special.) 
Somewhat contrary to expectations the 
state board of héalth will not demand 
of the legislature an mcreased appropria- 
tion for the ensuing biennial period. This 
subject is not likely to bring out an ani- 
mated discussion at the approaching ses- 
sion. In discussing its financial condi- 
tion the board has only the following to 
pay: 
“We regret to sa} that the small ap- 
propriation for the past tWo years has 
not been sufficient to maintain the board 
in carrying out the responsible duties de- 
volving upon it in the protection of the 
lives and health ‘of our people.” 

Prior to 1899 the appropriation for the 
support of the board was $50,000 per an- 
num, and almost the entire sum was 
spent in fighting yellow fever and small- 
pox. At the last regular session the leg- 
‘slature cut down the appropriation to 
$2,500 per year. Since that time there 
has not been an epidemic of yellow fever 
in the state, while the smallpox conta- 
gion has been looked after by the various 
counties where it has appeared. 

The statistical feature of the board 
of health report states that from No- 
vember 15, 1900, to April 15, 1901, a period 
of five months, 2,720 cases of smallpox 
and 595 deaths were reported in Missis- 
sippi, the death rate being 21.87 per cent. 
The board says that it is a reflection 
upon the intelligence and good judgment 
of the people that this disease, the most 
easily preventible of all infectious dis- 
eases, should be allowed to assume an 
alarming spread. ' The board claims that 
vaccination does not endanger life, and 
that it should be generally adopted each 
year. 

The only important recommendation in 
the report is for the establishment of a 
bacteriological laboratery. The board 
says that each year the state of Missis- 
sippi loses more lives from tuberculosis 
and typhoid fever than from yellow fever 
and smallpox combined.

YOUNG RIOTERS 
LAND IN PRISON 


Party of Waycross Boys, Seeking Trou! 
ble; Find It. 


HELD NEGROES AT GUN’S END 


The Frightened Blacks Fled and | 


Marauders Helped Themselves 
to Everything in Sight. 
Indignant Citizens Put 
Boys in Jail. 


Waycross, Ga., December 10.—(Special.) 
It is reported here that two Waycross 
boys, both of whom are well connected, 
have gotten into what is likely to prove 


serious trouble. 

It is said that the boys ran away from 
home, and last night they were in the 
vicinity of Braganza, a small station on 
the Waycross and Jacksonville division 
of the Plant system. While there, it is 
claimed, the boys broke into some shan- 
ties occupied by negroes, drew their pis- 
tols and frightened off the inmates, after 
which they proceeded to help themselves 
to everything in sight. 

The citizens of the community felt out- 
raged at what the youngsters had done 
and accordingly organized a party of 
eighteen or twenty men and went in 
search of the runaways. They put some 
bloodhounds on their track and after a 
long chase the boys were overtaken. 

The crowd took the boys to Mudge, 
where they boarded tne train for Black- 
shear, the county stite, it is presumed to 
put them in jail. 

A Waycross gentleman chanced to be 
in Mudge at the time and he used every 
effort to secure the release of the boys, 
but his pleadings and entreaties were in 
vain. 

Just what the specific charge will be 
against the young men is not known.

COURT SUSTAINS SENTENCE. 
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Evidence Was Sufficiently Strong 
To Warrant Affirmation. 
Jackson, Miss., December 10.—(Special.) 
At its sitting yesterday afternoon the 
supreme court affirmed the case of Levi 
Wilson v. the state, wherein the appel- 
lee was given a lifo sentence in the pen- 

itentiary for murder. 

Wilson was convicted solely on circum- 
stantial evidence, and the supreme court 
held that the chain cf circumstances was 
sufficiently strong to warrant the affirm- 
ation of the sentence. 

In the case of Gresham v. Benton coun- 
ty the supreme court held that the com- 
persation of a county registrar was 
wholly within the discretion of the board 
of supervisors, and could be made as 
much or ag little as that bcdy saw fit. 

Gresham was paid $80 for registering 
the voters of the county and thought he 
was entiiled to more.

If we marvel at the manifolc 
achievements which have been 
wrought by the intellect of man dur- 
ing the nineteenth century, what must 
be our astonishment as we permit our 
thoughts to wander back over the long 
period of time which has come and 
gone since the foundation of the Eng- 
lish throne were securely laid by the 
hands of the first English sovereign. 
Alfred inherited the crown of the Sax- 
ons in the year 871, when he had 
scarcely come to man’s estate; but 
what he lacKed in years, he made up 
in discretion, and it was under Alfred 
that the various tribes composing the 
little island kingdom were welded into 
one harmonious people and England’s 
real national life commenced. Since 
then the march of Anglo-Saxon civil- 
ization inaugurated under Alfred has 
been continuous. Not only has the 
petty kingdom of Alfred grown int» 
the vast imperial domain of Edward, 
but today there is hardly an acre of 
ground on the earth’s surface where 
the music of the English tongue is not 
familar. 

Perhaps no better idea of the prog: 
ress which the -world has made since 
Alfred’s time could be given to our 
readers than to cite them to the 
changes which have occurred since 
then in our mother tongue. Below we 
reproduce the Dord’s prayer as it was 
spoken and written by our English 
ancestors in the time of Alfred Some 
of us may not be perfectly. familiar 
with the present-day version, but even 
those of us who are will find some dif- 
ficulty in deciphering the petitions of 
the prayer and in convincing our- 
selves that this crude jumble of unfa- 
miliar words is really the forerunner 
of the prayer which.we today offer up 
in our sanctuaries and. at our hom-s 
altars as the prayer given us in the 
King James version of the scriptures.

Alfred was a scholar as well as.a 


prayer into the English of his own 
day is probably the work of his own 
pen; but so great is the contrast be- 
tween the version which is here given 
and the version which our modern 
translators have put into the script- 
ures now in use that we are scarcely 
able to detect any resemblance be- 
tween them, much less to recognize 
the one as the evolution and the out- 
growth of the other. Thus the changes 
which have been wrought in our moth- 
er tongue since Alfred’s time have 
been almost revolutionary in charac- 
ter. 

But even more radical and far- 
reaching have been the changes in the 
world’s history wrought by the Anglo- 
Saxon civilization which received its 
initial impulse and achieved its earli- 
est victories during the reign of Al- 
fred. This civilization is today co- 
extensive with the world-wide empire 
over which the sway of Great Britain 
extends and we find it.as dominant on 
the frontiers of Australia and Canada 
as in the heart of the city of London. 
Moreover, our own great American 
nation, which at the beginning of the 
twentieth century matches the power 
of Great Britain in every sense of the 
word, and even

future, is only another exponent of 
this same Anglo-Sayon — civilization, 
and what tremendous effect it may 
yet have in revolutionizing govern- 
ments, adjusting national boundary 
lines and changing languages and dia- 
lects must be left for the future to de- 
termine. 

In concludi is hasty review, we 
must not forget that over the highway 
of progress which the forces of our 
Anglo-Saxon Civiiization have built 
during thé pas#®oné. thousand years 
the missionaries of religion and the 
paladins of liberty have both march- 
ed into the goodly herjtage which the, 
today enjoy. The spirit of missiors 
and the principle of individual free- 
dom both slept the Mieep of the dead 
until the breath of our Anglo-Saxon 
civilization quickened them into new- 
ness of life and started them out to 
battle under the banner of conquest; 
and if we will take down our histories 
and inquire into the great movements 
which have culminated in the present 
order of things throughout Christen:

work has been wrought by Anglc- 
Saxon hands and hearts since Alfred 
sat upon the throne of the early Brit- 
ons. Not only volumes, but whole li- 
braries might be written upon the 
achievements of the wonderful millen- 
nium reaching from Alfred to Edward.

. ANILA, (En Route).—But about 
Manila itself. First the Escolta. 

The Spanish had a way of oo 
grandiloquent names to things and fr si 
all I had heard of the Escolta I — 
it a great and beautiful business — - 
fare. It is nothing of the sort. It is e 
comparatively narrow, badly paved gar 
given over to retail stores, for the mos 
part small affairs. 

It must be borne 
is a city whose pop 
variously at-from 250,000 to 400,000. That 
is a big city, and its principal business 
thoroughfare ought to be something 
worthy of note. With us back home it 
would_be lined with tall, handsome bullé- 
ings equipped with all modern conve- 
niencies, the upper air at intervals being 
punctured by modern skyscrapers. I look- 
ed for nothing of this sort, for we are 
not only in the Orient, and the tropical 
Orient at that, but we here in Manila are 
in the center of the typhoon belt and are 
liable to an earthquake shake-up at al- 
most any time. Therefore high buildings 
are not to be expected. But there is no 
reason why the stores themselves should 
not be commodious and attractive. After 
a while this may come, but it has not | 
come yet, and the result is that the Es- 
colta would not compare favorably with 
the business thoroughfare of some third- 
rate American town. Atlanta has not one- 
third the population accredited to Manila, 
and yet its business streets are all of 
them better looking and more attractive 
than the Escolta. Leave out Whitehall 
and Peachtree, Marietta and Alabama 
streets from yvur caleulation, and even 
to Decatur street for four or five blocks 
down, presents a better appearance than 
does the Escolta, whose busy section coVv- 
ers about the same length. 

It is, however, crowded with life for, 
a few hours in the early morning and a 
few hours late in the afternoon. In the 
middle of the day the shutters are hung 
and business practically ceases. By noon 
everybody is on his way to his tiffin, and 
by 1 o'clock merchants and clerks and 
almost everybody else are off the street. 
After tiffin comes the ceremonial known 
as the siesta, which is a short nap in a 
big bamboo or wicker chair, either at 
home or at the club, and it is not until 3 
o’clock or later before the Escolta wakes 
up again. 

Cannot Beat Atlanta Soft Drinks. 

In the early morning and the late after- 
noon the great place for cool soft drinks 
is Clarke’s at the foot of the Escolta, a 
short step from the bridge of Spain. Be- 
fore you reach here everybody tells you 
of Clarke’s, which is starred as being a 
second Huyler’s, but which in reality is 
not nearly as attractive as Nunnally’s in 
Atlanta, though you can get cool drinks 
here at not very exorbitant prices. You 
will pay 10 cents American for a limeade 
which will cost you 5 cents back home, 
but after the hard fight you have had to 
make all along for ice this seems cheap. 
If you get off with paying double prices 
for what you buy here in Manila you must 
consider yourself lucky. There are a few 
things to be had cheaper than at home— 
white suits and khaki and a few other 
things into which Chinese labor enters— 
but if you seek anything labeled ‘‘Ameri- 
can’’—God help you! 

I have had a little experience in these 
Manila stores and have discovered that 
those to be especially avoided are the ones

In fact, it seems to be pretty well 
understood there that instead of looking 
for business they are trying to shirk, it 
at all times; that if they get one trip 
in the early hours of the morning they 
do not particularly care whether they 
pick up anything more during the day 
or not. The only way to insure a con. 
veyance for the day is to take one early 
in the morning by the hour and keep him 
until you are through with him. 

The Cost of Keeping Ponies, 

The charges are nominally light, #@ 
cents Mexican an hour for the first hour 
and 30 cents for each subsequent hour, 
it being understood, of course, that this 
means 20 cents and 15 cents in American. 
Still, when you have to have one all day 
and every day, the total cost counts up 
pretty rapidly. The charge for the ca- 
leza is more, while of course the charge 
for the two-ponied carriage is consid- 
erably more than for the one-ponied yee 
hicles. The only place to get the car- 
priages is at the livery stables, and as 
the demand for them is always brisk, 
the prices soar accordingly. 

Everybody who lives in Manila keeps 
his own ponies if he can -Possibly afford 
it, and most people do so whether they 
can afford it or not. How this adds to 
the cost of living can be easily figured out, 
especially when you consider the fact 
that it is impossible to drive one pair of 
ponies during the entire day. The busi- 
ness man or army officer usually keeps 
two or three different kinds of ‘vehicles 
and three or four ponies. He will drive 
one pony to his caroratta or quilez in the 
morning, and with a rest of several hours, 
part of the time in the afternoon. His 
Pony carriage will come for him when 
he has finished his business and will Carty 
him for the inevitable evening drive on‘ 
the Luneta. 7 

While the transportation problem is 
principally one of expense to the resident,

labeled Amertcan. _The American bazaar, 
at which vou expect to get American | 
clothes and such trifling necessities as col- 
lars and shirts and cuffs, has nothing 
worth considering and must figure its 
prices from a balloon—they are so high. 
Other shops are about as bad—plenfy of 
them. The problem of making purchases 
must be a serious one to the American 
woman with a family who comes to Ma- 
nila to make her home. I am told that it 
is much worse now than it was a year 
ago; that articles which then were priced 
on a Mexican silver Basis#which prevailed 
throughout the city, are now figured on a 
gold basis. or exactly two for one, as 
compared with a short twelve months ago. 
Transportation the Problem. 

But the problem of problems which Ma- 
nila presents to the person who is here 
for the first time is that of transportation. 
I started from home with the firm con- 
viction that there was no place on earth 
hotter than Washington. I have found 
one place equally as hot and with none 
of Washington's facilities in the line of 
electric transportation. A sea breeze 
makes it possible for people to live here; 
otherwise Manila would be simply a sink- 
hole of sickness and death. But the man 
who attempts to get around the city by 
walking might as well send in the meas- 
urements for his grave. 

There is one little street railway line 
running through the Escolta and out into 
gne of the residence sections of the city, 
but is such an affair as nobody else ex- 
/ cept the Spanish would ever have toler- 
ated for the smallest fraction of a min- 

ute. The cars, little shell-like affairs 
| drawn by two ponies and sometimes three, 
are never patronized by Americans or 
Europeans who have any respect what. 
| ever for the little item of personal clean- 
liness. So far as I was able to discover 
they are not run on anything like sched- 
ule time. If they are, the schedules calls 
for only semi-occasional trips. These little 
cars are usually loadéd to overflowing 
with Filipinos and must be a prosperous 
institution even if a disgrace to acity 
of any pretension. I used to think that 
the myle transportation furnished by the 
street car line down at “'schington, Ga., 
was pretty flerce, but that has a metro- 
politan equipment as compared with this 
Manila system. : 

The result is that everybody has to rely 
upon some one of the pony carriages and 
the supply of these does not begin to be 
equa] to the demand. 

; Ponies Are a Feature. 

The Manila pony is one of the distinc- 
tive features of the town. as distinctive 
in its Way as the carabao, of which 
later. There are no horses in the Phil- 
ippine islands save a few brought over 
by Americans and these do not. thrive: 
the Georgia mule is here and is a very 
necessary, if not particularly attractive. 


adjunct to the army; but you will knock 
about here for a good while before see- 
ing a horse. There are ponies, however. 
in all colors—beautiful little ponies and 
sag-looking, worn out ones whose gait 
ig a protest that life is not worth living. 
These ponies came originally from Mex- 
ico, with which country the Philippine 
islands was most closely connected in 
the early days of Spanish occupation. 
There is, I believe, a small ‘strain of 
the Arab in them. but of this I am 
‘not certain, because, having been told 
both that there is and that there is not. 
They are little fellows capable of mov- 
ing very rapidly and of doing good work 
if they are not used too hard. They are 
all stallions. The mares are kept in 
the country for breeding purposes and 
are never driven.

Atkinson Did Not Expect Ci lp 
Accent His Terms, He 
Said, 


SYDNEY TAPP TELLS 
THE THINGS HE THINKS 


Another Meeting Takes Place Today 
at Which Merchants Are In- 
vited To Give Their Views 
on the Subject. 


The end of the council committee of the 
whole is still remote. Many days will be 
required to hear all speakers. 

At yesterday’s session Captain James 
O'Neil argued the city’s side.of the cage 
for over two hours. He pointed out that 
Mr. Atkinson was asking for special 
privileges which the city did not grant 
to the most impoverished of her private 
citizens. He said that Atlanta, in the 
evolution of time, had again reached a 
serious crisis; that upon the manner in 
which this crisis was passed depended 
the city’s future. Mr. Atkinson, he said, 
was ag ood servant, but he would make a 
bad master. He urged that he should not 
be allowed to become Atlanta's ‘‘boss.”’ 
If he were allowed to dictate terms to the 
city, this would be but astep toward that 
end, The idea that Mr. Atkinson intend- 
ed his proposal to be accepted was, he 
stated, preposterous. It was simply ten- 
tative—a mere ‘‘feeler.’’ If it was not ac- 
cepted, Mr. Atkinson would give more 
than he now offered. 

During the first part of his speech it 
was a difficult matter to tell who was 
really the speaker—Mr. Atkinson or Cap- 
tain O'Neil. The former punctuated al- 
most every statement with a denial or a 
correction. Captain O’Neil took each in- 
terruption good humoredly. 

Sydney C. Tapp followed Captain 
O'Neil. His remarks were general. 
speech was impromtu, he said, and for 
this reason he was not fortified with any 
considerable array of figures. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Tapp’s _re- 
marks a resolution was adopted asking 
that al] citizens—especially merchants and 
business men—be urged to attend the 
meetings and give the committee the 
benefit of their views. 

This afternoon other citizens will be 
heard from. The. concluding speeches 
will be made by the attorneys for Mr. 
Atkinson. 


Detail of Meeting. 

The meeting was called to order at 3:10 
o'clock. Only ten members answered to 
their names. Later Councilman Fincher 
arrived and made up the requisite quo- 
rum. Councilman Reed said: 

“I want to move to modify the rule 
placing all the speakers on one side.

Luther Rosser objected to the modifi- 
cation. 

Councilman Reed modified his resolu- 
tion again and said that he would allow 
the change to take effect Wednesday.

Captain O’Neil Speaks. 
Captain O’Netl then took the floor. He 


said in part: 

“J do not think that it is fair to the 
citizens of “Atlanta that they should 
come herd and speak until their lungs 
give out; and that the attorneys for the 
street railways should be allowed the 
conclusion in several speeches. 

‘Mr. Smith, in his splendid argument 
yesterday, left so little unsaid that I feel 
embarrassed in following him. 1 desire, 
as a matter of explanation, to say that I 
received an invitation through the mayor 
to appear before this body and speak in 
I have, gentle- 
men, outlived most of the illusions and 
enthusiasms of life. But I love Atlanta 
and my home. I have a tender interest 
in every foot of Atlanta. I can, there- 
fore, appear before you without any 
apology. 

‘If I see fit to comment on or dispute 
the statement of any gentleman present, 
I shall do so without personal reflection. 
If I say anything to hurt any one’s feel- 
ings it shall be with no intention of hurt- 
ing any one’s feelings. 

“We are. here to consid@r a definite 
proposition made by Mr. Atkinson.” 

He then read the Atkinson communica- 
tion. 

‘‘Now, Mr. Chairman, I don’t believe 
that Mr. Atkinson had the remotest idea 
this council would accept this proposal. 
What was the motive power? I under- 
stand, and believe, that Mr. Atkinson's 
proposition would have been $100,000 cash, 
an ad valorum tax on 60 per cent of the 
value of the companies and 1 per cent on 
the gross rece‘pts of the company, to 
begin at once.”’ 

Mr. Atkinson denied that he had ever 
made 2ny such statement. 

“T know,” said Mr. O'Neil, “that Mr. 
Atkinson would be delighted to accept 
such a proposition,’’ 

“Don’t state that as coming from me,’ 
said Mr. Atkinson. 

“T will state anything I want to,” said 
Mr. O'Neil. 

Mr, Atkinson asked for his authority. 
Mr. O'Neil refused to state. Continuing, 
he said: 

“IT see in this proposition the following: 
‘We stand ready to accept any other that 
is just and fair.” Mr. Atkinson doesn't 
expect this proposition to be accepted. 
He will accept the proposal made by the 
city with great show 6f magnanimity,” 

Mr. Atkinson objected to any such line 
of remarks. 

“In a statement by Mr. Atkinson in 
council in 1899 he said that he repudiated 
the insinuations against his good faith 
in applying for franchises. Mr. Atkinson 
said: “The money has been provided. My 


fixed belief is that franchises will prove | 


of great value. I am ady my 


friends in the east of this fact.’ 


“Now, do you suppose that-Mr. Atkin- 
son has buncoed his friends—Coolldge, 
Whipple and Spence!” 

“I can’t allow any “such statement,” 
said Mr. Atkinson. “I have buncoed no 
one!” 
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remarks be read by the official stenogra- 


pher. 

Continuing, Mr. O'Neil said: 

“In order to fit myself to‘the hypercrit- 
ical taste of my friend, Mr. Arkwright. 
I will state that the general proposition 
as laid down was that the street rail- 
Ways were unable to bear any more taxes 
at the present time. 

Mr. Atkinson interrupted again. 

Mr. O’Neil appealed to Hoke Smith to 
state fhe exact words of the famous let- 
ter in which Atkinson had spoken of 
“rounding up franchises.”’ 

Mr. Smith quoted the wcerds vorbatim. 

Mr. O'Neil stated that he had nothing 
but the highest personal regard for Mr. 
Atkinson, and objected to being ham- 
pered by such frequent interruptions. 

“This is a tentative proposal—that is 
my construction oa it. 

“Now, what this council should do is 
to place these street railways on the 
same basis with the private individual 
and levy an additional occupation tax. 
Competition and the franchise tax lic 
dead cn the same grave with the Peters 
street franchise and the Boulevard ex- 
tension.’’ 

Mr. O’Neil said that Mr. Atkinscn had 
stated that he had a system which could 
not now be operated with feasibility and 
certain lines would Lave to be taken up. 

Mr. Atkinson denied that he had ex- 
preesed such intention except as the city 
would suggest it. 

“Mr. Atkinson has succeeded,”’ said Mr. 
O’Néil, ‘‘in putting me several miles off 
the track. I see that he smiles! But I 
hav» the faculty of returning in spite of 
his smile. We should not be too hard 
on Mr. Atkinson, but we should make 
him bear all his proportionate taxes. 
They ask us to do for them what we 
would not do for the widow and orphan. 

“When the war started in 1899 Mr. At- 
kinson had one firm of attorneys. Since 
that time he has engaged every able at- 

ev in the city whom he thought could 
help him. Is thé city to consider these 
expenses—these expenses which are es- 
timated .as operating expenses?” 

Mr. Arkwright denied that they came 
out of the operating expenses. 

‘May be it came out of the voting ex- 
penses!’’ put in Sydney C. Tapp, who had 
hitherto remained a silent but intently 
interested listener. 

Mr. O'Nell said that it was unfair to 
consider the extraordinary. expenses’ of 
the two companies during the two years 
when they ‘were fighting each other with 
every possible means. 

“Eventually the city wfl win out in 
this fight just as the city of Toronto did. 
The city of Baltimore gets one cent out 
of every fare that is put into the hands 
of the conductor.” 

Mr. Spalding asked if this contract was 
in lieu of every other kind of tax. . 

Mr. O'Neil said he thought not. Coun- 
cilman Reed substantiated this state- 
ment. 

At this point Mr. Tapp walked over 
to Mr. O’Neil and whispered a suggestion. 

‘In every city in the United States this 
same identical fight on existing taxes has 
been waged. But in every case where 
the tax was maintained, with the 2x- 
ception of the Peters street grant, the 
franchises have been accepted and money 
bas been made out of them. 

“The burden of proof on Mr. Atkinson 
is that this general ordinance is unjust 
and fraudulent. It is the case of the 
city of Atlanta v. H. M. Atkinson. If the 
city gets its rights Atlanta will be put 
on an easy basis; we can pay our school 
teachers their proper salaries; the effi- 
clency of the police department will be 
bettered and the gencral future of the 
city assured. 

Don’t Let Atkinson Boss. 

“You have an intellectual adversary in 
H. M. Atkinson. I have made a sort of 
psychologital study of him in the past 
tew years. He's a delightful companion 
—a good raconteur. He likes—or pretends 
to like—to take a drink occasionally. He 
wouldn't turn out of his way to harm a 
Snake or a man or a fly. But if that 
snake or fly or man gets:in his way, they 
had better get out of his way. He's a 
good serwant, but a bad master. Heé a 
man who, if allowed to have his way, 
will become as absolute a boss as ever 
was Dick Croker. ‘There’s something in 
the Atlanta spirit that revolts at the idea 
of a bos3!’’ 

Mr. Atkinson arose at the conclusion of 
Mr. O'Neil’s apeech and thanked him in 
a good-natured way for the allusions 
which he had made. 

Some discussion was had on the ques- 
tion of idjourning and a motion to that 
effect was lost. 

Sydney Tapp Speaks. 

Sydney Tapp was the next speaker. He 
said the time was short, but that he had 
killed time on other occasions and that 
he didn’t mind putting a few moments 
cut of business here. -He said: 

“One of the grandest men in this state 
—Bob Toombs—said that if the peovple 
didn't control the railrvads, the railroads 
would control the people! 

“Mr. Atkinson went into this business 
with his ¢cyes open! He expects to send 
this money back to Boston! 

“The question is whether or not At- 
kinson shall have his way or we shail 
have ours. Now they taik of the viaduv't. 
They put that money there to cross, and 
not because they loved the city. 

“I believe in taxing ycur home, Jerome 
Simmons, just as your street railways. 
Aren't these street railways properties? 
They certainly gre. They «re pruperties, 
Mr. Chairman—most assuredly they are! 
Trey will bring a certain value in the 
markct. 

“Now, Mr. Chairman, there’s another 
thing that has been true since the dawn 
of civilization. Wherever you give power 
you give force. See that you don’t give 
too much power. This city is not grown. 
It is just putting on its swaddling 
clothes. When this city is grown these 
franchises will go on—will go on—will go 
on growing more valuable. This council 
has the right to turn these street rail- 
Ways loose on the city. You haven’t the 
right to surrender the rights of future 
generations! 

“Now, Arkwright wants to put all this 
thing in a nut shell! Now all we want is 
lump this thing and make you cough it!”’’ 

Councilman Grady moved that when 
the time for adjournment arrived that 
Mr. Tapp’s time be extended indefinitely. 

Mr. Tapp deciined to speak further 
than the time limit. 

“If these street car people will keep 
out from under the dome of the capitol 
we'll Jet them alone. If they'll ’tend to 
their business as other people do, we'll 
let them alone and call for them when 
we want them.”’ 

At the conciusion of Mr. Tapp’s speech 
the following resolution, introduced by 
Councilman Grady, was adopted:

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, December |10.—Extreme nervousness 
and wild fluctuations characterized the grain 
markets here today. Bull and bears vie 
with each other for possession of the pit¢, 
and all sorts of stories were agoat intended 
to influence prices. Bearish conditions, how- 
ever, prevailed and wheat closed |%c lower, 
May corn |%c down and May oats %c lower. 
Provisions closed 10c lower to 2%ec higher. 

Wheat ruled the board and in the fight be- 
tween existing facts and the enthusiasm over 
une: rtain futures was madly pressed for losses. 
At the very start bearish conaitions piled up in 
an imposing array, Cabies were weak in spite 
of strong knhgilish country markets. The north- 
western receipts, which hitherto have shown a 
marked tendency to fall off, increased heavily, 
an indication, it was thought,.that another 
free movement was about to set in. Weather 
reports on all hands stated that the winter 
crop was dcing well. Augmenting this bullish 
argument came a rush .o get cut of the market 
both by professionals who held long lLnes 
which they had acquired at a low figure, and 
by many of the smaller try, who wanted to 
quit without a loss.

I$ INVESTIGATED 


‘Killing of Smith Said To Have- Been 


an Accident. 


NO INQUEST IN SECOND CASE 


Truss Turner Met Death by Falling 
from the Buggy Which Car 
Struck—Foul Play Sus- 
pected. 


The coroner held an inquest yesterday 
Smith, 
the Palmetto farmer who was killed by 
a trolley car on the East Point line of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
Monday night. 

No inquest was held over the body of 
the man who was subsequently killed by 


‘another trolley car that left the city to 


reliev+ the car that did the first killing. 

The second man killed was identified 
vesterday <s Truss Turner, a farmer who 
lived near Selina, 

In the first case the evidence before 
the coroner's jury shewed that Smith 
was lying down across the _ railroal 
tracks. He had either fallen there, or 
had been knockcd down for the purpose 
of robbery and his body placed where 
the car could run over it. It was believ 
ed he had sold country produce in the 
city during the day, and that £4: money 
he received was taken from him, as noth- 
ing of any value was found on his per- 
son. One witness says he thought Smith 
had been drinking when in the city. 
evidently started out to walk 
home. The verdict of the jury was that 
the killing was an accident. 

In the second case the evidence was 
that Truss Turner left the city to. go 
home in a buggy, and that he had been 
drinking. He drove his team too near 
the car track while the relief car was ap- 
proaching, and the car struck a wheel of 
the buggy, breaking it off. This caused 
the horse to run. The frightened animal 
dashed across the road ard the buggy 
collided with a curbstone. Turner was 
thrown headforemost against the stone 
and instantly killed. In his wild plunge 
to free himself, the horse fell and was 
badly bruised. 

The coroner did not think an inquest 
in the Turner case was necessary, and 
no verdict was ‘made up. 

Both hodies had been taken to Under- 
taker Patterson's, where they lay side

The case will come up for a hearing in a 
short while. The petition to enjoin the 
furnace company from rebuilding was 
brought by Rev. A. C. Ward and others. 
The crematory was destroyed by fire 
several weeks ago.
